International Congress Meets at

Washington In September.

THE FIRST GATHERING HERE

Elaborate "Exhibition on Health" Will
Be a Feature To Consist of Nine
Sections Twenty-fiv- e Foreign Coun-
tries Will Send Delegates.

For the first time in the sixty years
of Its existence, since It wis culled
into being In 1ST2 to meet the great
pandemic of cholera In Europe, the In-

ternational congress on hygiene and
demography will hold Its sessions in
this country In direct response to the
Invitation of the president nnd I lie
congress of the L nlted States. The
meetings will he held in Washington, ,

Sept, U.VJS, In connection with the
congress there will he one of the most
elaborate '"exhibitions on health" ever
assembled The exhibit will be opened
the second week In September and
will continue three weeks.

"I must take this occasion to say
thnt wo send out no mnterial for In-
oculating purposes and no free seeds,
trees, plants nor samples of any kind.
Tho Impression thnt tho Department
furnishes such mnterial mny havo
arisen from tho fact thnt tho U. S.
Department of Agriculture, nt Wash-
ington, 'D. C, does send out some free
samples 'through tho Congressmen.
Tho State Department of Agrlculturo
.it Harrlsburg has nothing to do with
the distribution of seeds or samples,
and recommends planters to depend
upon tested seeds, obtained as nearly
directly as possible from known nnd
rollablo growers. Good seeds from
rellablo sources aro Just as Import-
ant In producing good crops as aro
select animals In producing good live
stock."
